Japanese Fix :Idemity Claim 


On Account of “Dedtruction of Ton- 
nage During War 
Washington. — Japan's claim for 
indemnity from Germany on account 
of the destruction of Japanese  ton- 
nage during the war will amount to 
not less than $175,000,000, according 
to advices from Tokio. The Japan- 
ese steamers actually sunk number 
26, totalling 110,451 tons, and in ad- 
dition, five vessels of 17,964 tons are 
regarded as having been sunk by 
German craft, although there is no 
conclusive proof. In the aggregate, 
these vessels number 31, totalling 128- 
415 tons, The amount of damages 
desired for loss of tonnage does not 
include personal damages due to the 

loss of lives, 


“Soviets Arrest Revolutionists 

London.— A wireless message from 
Budapest announces the execution by 
the revolutionary tribunal of two 
men and imprisonment for a_ long 
term, with hard labor, of several oth- 
ers, under accusation of planning a 
conspiracy on a large scale. In a 
public speech, the Hungarian  com- 
missary, Mr. Szamuely, has described 
the duty of the Bolsheviki as the stir- 
ring up of revolution throughout the 
whole of Europe. -
